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Lthough nothing leſſe than a Mantle 
a@ of Incorruptible Beauty,and a Crown 
p of Immortal Glory from the King of 
Kings can bea juſt and compleart Re-

of his three Kingdoms upon Earth ; and though it 
be impoſſible through ſo narrow a glaſſe to take a 
full and cxa&t veiw of your Merits : yet that ſome 
Norcs and CharaGters of thoſe great reſpe&s which 
arc due to you may b«come legible and fixt, 
I will preſume to carcfle yous Excellency with the 
hearty and ſolid thanks of all his Afajeſties good Sub- 
jets, and cfpecially of that ſincere Convert his now 
ood Ciry of Londcp , who like one newly delivered 
= almoſt inevitable hazards, +hath a kind of 
paſſion and cagcrneſle inthe remembrance and re- 
| petition of Her Fears ; She rakes a pride in it ; She 
can tcl] r1;cm to no one with more Gratitudezno one 

can be told of chem with more Honour ;, and Sic 
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cannot chuſe but tell you , She had not many weeks 
fince a Bloody Sword brandiſh'd as it were inthe 
midſt ofHer Bowels.She hath received frcm youthe 
Life & Blood that is left Her : for which, She doth 
not onlypromiſea grateful motion ofHer Pulſc,wch 
(hall conſtantly beat roward you ; bur t:arh at this 
rime Her very Heart in Her hand to preſent to you. 
Shedid for ſome weeks together hear no other nojſe 
than that of Confuſion; Ste was every hour thircat- 
ned with Mercileſſe Flames, and- Fire-Granadoes , 
and had nor a wonder-working Providence and 
your timely VViſdome prevented it, you mightlong 
before this day have come hither, only ro ſee the 
mourning reli&s of the devouring Flame, and ſpend 
your Icars on Her Aſhes, But bleſſed be God, that 
rhoſe Streets which not long ſince were perplext 
with Tumults and Outcries , are at this day happi- 
ly Ril'd with your Applauſes , and the general Ac- 
clamarions of the People ; Their Joyes, where ever 
you mect them, are ſpoken 1n their vcry Eycs and 
Faces , their Looks reſtifie what reſentment they 
have of your Actions, and what love ttcy bcar to 
your Pcrſon ; they are high and ſtrong reſentments, 
1t 15 a paſhonaere and well. ſpirited Love: you are re- 
puted by them, the only Antido:e to the Ulſurpari- 
on and Arbitrary power of that God-contcmning , 
King-killing, Men-deyouring race, who outſtript 
thatot theSerpent-fooredGiants,which invaded the 
Monarchie of Heaven , and would have laid hands 
on Juptters Celeſtial Throne ; you have undermin'd 


that Pelcon , and Of's overturned, and tolt back on 
their Heads thoſe big Mountains which their Am- 


bition had rais'd , and they are fallen and thrown 
upon their own Heads, It is thought that you arc

purpoſely fent to cure the old and new Wounds of 
theſe broken and languiſhing Nations ; that you 
have given the Sword a better gitt of healing, than 
he that invented the Weapon-falve; that you will 
be inſtrumental to exorciſe Faction and Schiſm, and 
diſpoſleſſe theſe Nations of thoſe white Devils who 
have becn rhe ſecret Authors and Inventors of all 
our Miſchiefs and Diſtractions. 

Not only this City, but the three Kingdoms lay 
dangcrouſly Sick, and in a manner Bedrid; there 
was but one remedy , and that applicable by no 
hand but your own, and you have done it withour 
drawing of Blood, but not without drawing our 
Eycs and Hcarts to you, nor without making your 
ſelfa Miracle of Gallantry and Honour to Poſtcrity; 
and though you live ina Romance Age, and in an 
Iſland of Fables, yet this Action of yours, through 
the influence it muſt needs have upon all the Veins 
and Spirits of this City, and the three Kingdomes , 
will command the Credit and Admiration of our 
Children, & force all ſucceeding Generations to the 
Worlds end, to outvicone the other in the creation. 
of Pyramids and Mauſoleums to your memory, 

You cannot but look upon your felt as a per-- 
ſon particularly conſecrated, ſer apart and pointed 
out for ſome more than ordinary enterpriſe ; for 
Religion as it ſeemed to me but even now, -came to 
you for Law, and the Law itſelf cameto you tor 
SanQuaric; the Civil Magiſtracie (the only linck 
of humane ſociety ) cannot chooſe bur confeſle ic 
had its lite from you, and that through your admi- 
rable and myſtcrious management of affairs , She 
hath once again gotten into the Chair with the 
Sword and Balance in her hand, 
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Whatever you ſee either in Church or State that 
15 camely and beautifull, it 15 all your creature and 
of your own making ; there is not a cheerfull heart, 
a good look, or a (mile in the three Kingdoms, bur 
hath its birth and flows from you as the cftc& from 
the original], and firft viſible cauſe; our joys and 
comforts are all your lawtjully þegoiten, they arc 
moſt deſ{crvedly Father'd upon you; we have much 
adoe to forbear Altars, and worſhip, thcre is not a 
__ ticart by which you are not well-nigh det- 

ed. 

Ireland would gladly ſwim over and become part 
of that Iſland which hath the honour and reputa- 
tion of your native Soyl. 

Scotland prides it upon that account, that ſhe is 
part of Great Britain, and that ſhe once had you her 
Governour, and as it were to her {elf; She tri- 
umphs in the relation ſhe had to you, and eſtecmes 
itthe beſt part of her Chronicle. Exgland looks on 
you with a raviſh'd eye, and hath the ſame affe&i- 
ons for you, that a fond Mother hath for her Dare 
ling, and dear Child, that hath ſaved her life. 
The rufling Sea ſeems to rage and roar at theCoalts, 
for that the Land hath bereav'd her of her Admiral; 
And Tellus ſcems to chide Thetss and ſhove her back 
for her impudence, that ſhe darcs pretend to be {o 
much her Corrival, as to lay claim to her General. 
The Merchant looks on you as his Pearl of great 
rice, the Husband-man that Thiller of the Com- 
mon-wealrh, who was himſelf almoſt thraſht out 
ot all, bids you more welcome than Harveſt, and 
his very Milk- Maids quaff your health in their 
Netiar, | 

Tus the love of your perſon, with the fame of 
your 
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yonr merits, ſpreads and flows out into all places , 
and parts; ſuch a general influence hath that mi- 
racle of mercie and providence, which 1s inevery 
part and circumſtance of that deliverance which you 
have wrought for us, it carries init the moſt won- 
derfull and prodigious revolutions of State that 
have bcen cver ſeen ſince the Wheel of Fortune 
hath had its rotations, It exceeds by much rhe 
orcateſt, the moſt daring extreme hopes and appre- 
henſions, which this diſtreſſed City could regularly 
Entcriain, or imagine; and without doubt future 
ages will have as much to doto believe it, as the pre= 
ſent had to expe; ſuch a viRorie as this, is worth 
many ficld Battai)s, and bloody Conqueſts; it 1s a 
Victory obtain'd in an hour of danger, ina mo- 
ment of jcopardice, and peril; it 1s innocent and 
{ſporlcſle, not ſo much as ſtained with the lite of a 
man; it is enameled and all embroydcred with 
mercy. 
Three Kingdoms which were but even now fill'd 
with rumours of Wars, and agirated with ragcand 
ficrceneſle,have at this day que altcred their looks, 
they have a pleaſing countenance full of good fea- 
tures, and (miles, not without ſome ſplendour and 
brightneſle, as if your Soveraign Spirit had the 
ſame influence the Sun hath inthe Spring, aftr 
the Storms and Tempeſts of a tedious hard Winter 
are paſt, I wiſh it were 1n me to give you a true 
proſped of tnoſe eternal monuments of glory which 
thall be rais'd to you by this aCtion, that relief and 
libertie jrom a place fo far diſtant, have ſo ſpeedily 
been brought into this City under ycur condudt ; 
that info ſhorta time you have ſuccour'd and ſe- 
cur'd three Nations, and that without blood, or fo

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much as one ſcratch of a Launce : So that truly this 
day is an expreſle of three miracles at once, a mi- 
racle of ſafety to three Kingdoms, of honour in your 
ſelf, and of Gods mercie to us all. I might adde a 
fourth no lefle trange than the former , that this 
Sun wich brought this healing under his wings 
did ariſe out of the North, a more wonderful and 
more glorious atchievement hath never been known 
{ince Gallantrie and Heroick aftions have appear'd 
on the Stage; It hath exceeded rhe greateſt confi- 
dence of Hope, nay Faith itſelf hatn much adoto 
b:lieveir, it is the beſt (fight that this City ( ora- 
hy loyai eye within theſe three Kingdoms)hath ſeen, 
ro behold you in her Terraces with Viorie and 
Safety; neither 1s it the leaſt part of Your re- 
nown, or Her joy, that ( as I ſaid before, and can- 
not too often repeat ) your triumphs are neither 
tumultuary nor bloody, that our enemies, the grand 
infringers of our Laws, and Libertics, are van- 
qui{h'd or rather vaniſh'd without the {leughter of 
any one of our friends. 

Bleſſed be God forit, by your means we are all 
living ; ourReligion and Lawes are upon their re- 
covery and do revive apace ; our enemies, thoſe un- 
paralleld Impoſtors are all dead or in a dying condi- 
tion, an1 ir is a ſignal parr of the Providence of 
God in this wonderful diſpenſation of hisProvidence, 
that tnechaff an\ tares both in Parliament and Army 
have been ſeparated from the good grain, & that the 
wicked ones have been cull'd out & bun{lcd up for 
deſtruftion ; Thar the wrach of the Almighty hath 
defteared and cnaſtiz'd rncm tozether who had taken 
Counſcl to getnherborh againſt Gr anlhis Agryned, 

Tizus your hand, 1:ke tat 01 Ua-ls, hath hit rhe nay! 
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on the head , a1d with the {ame effec and to 
as good purpoſe as that of hers, which art one 
blow by che death Stiſers and the Canaipitcs, 
pur an end to a great warr , You have dcjivered 
chree Kingdoms not out of the hands of Stran- 
gcrs and Forein enemics, but from the Pawcs of 
home-brcd Lyons and Bears, You have fav'd 
us from rhe Srſeraes and Canaanttes , the Wolves 
and Tigcrs of our own Country, from the Vi- 
pcrs 1n our own boſom. 

You have not only bounded and limited the 
inundations of thoſe ſwellinz and uſurping 
waters, but beat them fo far back, thar they 
ſeem to be quite ſunckand dry'd up in retrcat- 
ing, not ſo much as to be ſecn 1n their proper 
Chanels or Conduus. 

We hada long time miſtaken our courſe in 
unknown and untry'd Seas , into which the 
ambition of our moſt daring diſcoverers of 
Eutopianz and Haringtonian Common-wealths , 
with their new whimfſies of Rotacs and Senates, 
had preſumptuouſly ſayld, and fo tar hazarded 
our Veſlel, that nothing was more certain than 
Ship-wrack, had not your Lordſhep in the very 
nick of time gotten up ro the Helm , caſt over- 
board thoſe unlucky Steerſ{-men to do penance 
amongſt the Hadocks and Sharks, and like a 
dextrous Pilot took a ſpeedy courſe to tack abour 
ofa fudden; For which; My Lord, me thinks 
I ice you placed by the Royal hand upon ſome 
eminent Hill,likea tamous Sea-mark,by whici 
all Engliſh-men in the midſt of Civil and inte- 
[tine torms, ougnt ſteer for the turure, 

B Bur 
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But now My Lord, ſince you have ecffeed this 
ſtrange and miraculous deliverance , the im- 
rtance is, that as much as in you lyes, you 
1mprovc it to ſuch end as may accompliſh your 
gloric, and make youa perfet and conſumma- 
red Hero ; This happy overture of providence, 
is a certain {ore-runner either of ſafery,and laſt- 
ing peace, or of utter ruine and deſtruQion , tc 
this 1ſland of miracles. You ſeemed to me but cvei| 
now to reſewbleſomwhat that myſterious guide 
which ufſher'd 1ſrael in the wilderneſſe , you 
might have turnd the dark fide or the light fide 
of the cloud, B'efſed be God that you had cloud 
enough toallay the heat of the fiery part ofthe 
meteor, and fire enough to enlighten us on the 
dark and gloomy. part of the cloud, 

Youcannot but remember that theſe King- 
lefſe and moſt diſtreſſed Kingdoms were even 
now broken , tired, exhauſted, that they did 
almoſt languiſh and faint, that their Spirits 
wcre in a manner ſpent and conſumed, their 
reputation loſt, and as it were given over by 
their Neighbours,and confederate friends, who 
were ina kind of Quandary, how and when 
they might credit us, and upon any occaſion 
ſill rcady to ſlight us,being a people to floating 
and looſe, that this or the next day ſtill called 
to queſtion what was but yeſterday's fertle- 
ment, 

The great Cordape and lefler filaments of 
Government, were all rudely broken and ſnapt 
aſunder, and rhe workmanſhip of it which was 
ſo arcificially deviſed and wrought together 
w uh 
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with ſo much cunning and curioſity,was all rent 
and unraved, the encloſures and partition« 
walls all level'd and caſt down to the ground , 
the whole body diſmember'd and diſlocated , 
having been for theſe many years upon the 
wrack of a baſe Siniſter policy , there was nei- 
ther Form nor Method , but a confuſed Chacs , 
a kind of Hotch-potch and Hurly-burly of Ele- 
ments , which were all (hufled together, {till 
jarring , and in a continual mutiny ; the very 
(hrubs and brambles which ſupplanted the 
Royal Oake , ſprung up to that height, which 
their conſtitutions could neyer bear , nor the 
Laws ever ſupport. The Vultures and Birds of 
prey had not only diſmantled the Imperial Eagle 
of his Feathers , butgor into his Neaſt; Mcn 
have learnt only to be wittily miſchievous , and 
the craftie Inventors of cach others deſtruion , 
as if Relegron had more in it of Guile, than of 
Love and Integrity; fince onr Prince of Peace of 
ever _ memory Charles the fir , ſhed his 
Royal Blood on the Scaffold , not only the Veil 
of the Church , but the very Machine andFa- 
brick of the State tooghath been rent and torn a- 
ſunder , and the Sun of Juſtice hath not only 
been Ecclipſt.,, but going back and retired ever 
ſince ; Fortune hath been the great Julge , and 
the ſucceſſe of Villany hath been reputed the 
merits of the Cauſe , as if blind event did legi- 
timate and carry init a juſtification above all 
1iſpute and controul, though they have done no- 
ing leſlethan kept up to thoſc ends, which 
B 2 were 
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were firſt in pretence and in the Eye of their 
War-fare, alchough they have moſt ſhame- 
fully and baſely prevaricated from their fieſt 
Engagement and Covenant, as if they had 


had no other Faith bur that of Carthage, nor no 
Bible but Machauel. 


I have thus reflected and lookt backward a 
little , not only for that launcing is the ſafeſt 
way to the cure, but becauſe (which is my pre- 
ſenraym ) it1s the method of gratitude, and 
the wiſdome of Patients, when they are upon 
their recovery out of ſome deſperate difſcaſe , 
to advance the merit and reputation ofthe.Sur- 

eon , by fſrce and frequent expreſſions of rhe 
1eight and danger of the malady , what ſcur- 
vy humors, what ill fleſh co heal; what fowl 
and untoward bodyes they have. 


Indeed my Lord we were (o deſperatly ill, and 
under ſuch Mountebancks hands, that the eye 


of man could haveno other Proſpe& than that 
of death and delirucion : for lice men bitten 
by Tarantulars no inſtrument or leſſon couid 
cure us, till your Lordſhip, the moſt {weert and 
Divine Orpheus that ever play'd on our theatre , 
put all in rune , ſtruck up the molt ſuitable and 
caling Mulick of our good old Government, 
and Laws, by playing Vrue Le Roy. 
And in truth My Lord, the body of this Com- 
monwealth was no otherwiſe curableof thoſe 
Convulſion-fits , under which it hath labour'd 


for theſe many years paſt, bur by reduction of
